Tree Borers 


The bnst time to control 
peach 


tree borers In North Texas Is from I 
now until the end of October, says 
Verp Sneed, County Home Demon- 
stration Agent. The point Is that 
the control treatment should be 
apjpllod before 
the 
temperature 


drops belo'.v 85 degrees and 
re- 


mains thhre for several days. 


PDB (para-dl-benzene 
crystals) 


is the material most 
commonly 


used for control. The 
quantities; 


are one ounce for 
each 
mature 


tree; ono and one-half ounces for 
extremely large trees, and 
one- j 


half to three-fourths of an ounce 
for Immature trees. Before apply- 
ing, however, the crj-stals should 
bo crushed to about the size 
of 


sugar gialns. 


All grass and weeds should 
be 


removed to a distance of three to 
four inches from the tree trunk. 
If the borers are visible 
above 


ground, the soil line 
should 
be 


built up above where they 
are 


working. Apply the crystals In a 
one-Inch band, one to one 
and 


one-half Inches from the 
trunk 


and cuver them with a few shovel- 
ful of dirt, which should be well 
packed. The soil, however, should 
be fairly dry. The mound 
and 


crystals may be removed from the 
tree in about four weeks. 


Treatment for the lesser 
peach 


tree borur, which works In the up- 
per part cf the trunk and the scaf- 
fold branches, may be given at tho 
same time. Dissolve one pound of 
PDB crystals in one half gallon of 
crude cottonseed or linseed oil and 
paint the Infected parts, only, with 
a small brush after removing the 
exuding gum and frass.
